To those not associated with the Band this 
phrase bears little significance. But just mention 
it to any Band member and the response will cer- 
tainly have to do with Band for this is the typical 
beginning to any song during rehearsal. As the 
sole instrumental organization at GHS (though 
the Chorale has instrumental accompaniment) 
practice by the Band for concerts, parades, and 
football games occupies all of sixth period for 
the 70 students participating in this class. 

Football game half-time performances take up 
almost all rehearsal time during the Fall.

Because the Band participates in marching 
competition annually, money is continually 
needed. The Band boosters sponsored the second 
annual Ms. Hairy Legs Contest on June 9, 1979. 
Roger Roller came away as the winner of the 
coveted “Hairy Legs” title. This was not the only 








moneymaker, but was thought by many as the 
most hilarious. Another project, Tag Day, repre- 
sents the most successful and long lived money 
producing effort for the Band. This late March 
bonanza each year supplies the necessary funds 
required for Band functions like the Spring trip. 
This year’s Tag Day tallied more than $1200, 
owing to the dedicated efforts of Band members, 
as well as a generous public.

Learning to” 


Work 


Upon entering the special education program, 
each student works toward a common goal with his 
or her classmates: obtaining and holding employ- 
ment. The entire academic setup is geared toward 
developing each student into an independent, pro- 
ductive member of society. Starting in eighth grade, 
special education students study basically the same 
curriculum as others in their grade with the excep- 
tion that their courses are on a more easily under- 
stood level. However, these classes differ with others 
due to their block style arrangements and the inclu- 
sion of English in every class, whether it be family 
living or government. 

Although the entire special education program is 
designed to prepare the student for work, the main 
job training occurs during the Senior year. At this 
time most students are enrolled in the work/study 
plan, coming to school half a day and then going to 
work. This program is supplemented by field trips to 
places such as Tanglewood Mall where they practice 
price comparison, ordering techniques, and other 
practical exercises. These trips are especially benefi- 
cial to many of the students whose traveling oppor- 
tunities have been limited. Their training is high- 
lighted by a Spring bargain hunting grocery spree 
financed by the students’ own funds that were care- 
fully compiled through their own bank account. 

Many students participated in a skit that was 
enjoyed by both the performers and the audience. 
Also, each year selected students are allowed to 
attend a Jaycee sponsored summer camp much like 
any other youth camp but oriented to special educa- 
tion students. Coupled with the academic and work 
facets of the program, a truly well rounded special 
education program is offered at GHS. 





Foreign Visitors Converge on GHS 


The Germans are coming! The Brazil- 
ians are coming! The Chileans are coming! 
Well, not exactly; they are already gone, 
but GHS did experience a rather unusual 
winter as far as international guests were 
concerned, in that three foreign visitors 
were here at about the same time. This, 
combined with the fact that these students 
were from three different countries and 
none of them spoke a common native lan- 
guage, made for a very interesting and 
enlightening year at GHS. Elke Fuehrer, 
17, from Dortmund, West Germany was 
the first of these visitors to arrive. Elke is a 
friend of Mike Walker, a senior here, and 
had written him on a “‘pen- -pal” basis since 
1977. After he had visited her in her home 
city last summer, she decided to accept the 

' Walkers’ long-standing i invitation and visit 











them for the month of December during 
her winter vacation. Elke, who is a native 
of one of the most heavily populated sec- 
tions of Europe, was astounded by the wide 
open spaces and “‘beautiful scenery and 
kind, kind people of Virginia.” Elke was 
impressed by the American school system, 
since German schools are ultra-specialized 
even in the lower grades. “In my country, 
sixth graders already have to decide if they 
want to attend the University or a voca- 
tional school,” says Elke. She opted for the 
latter, and is now well on her way to 
becoming a nurse. 

The Walkers also had a Brazilian visitor, 
this time an exchange student with the 
“Open Door” program, Fernando Cesar 
Pinho Cardoso, or just plain “Mimo” to 
those who: knew him well. Seventeen year 
old Fernando became a well-known and 
popular addition to Giles High and left 
many people with fond memories of his 
visit. He comes from the Rio de Janeiro 
vicinity of Brazil, where Portuguese is spo- 
ken almost exclusively. This posed special 
problems with English for Fernando, but 


he managed to overcome many of these 
bartiers and make quite a few friends here. 
Fernando hopes to return to the U.S. some- 
day, which will certainly make many people 
happy. 

Sixteen year old Carolina Pinto of Chile 
was the third and final visitor to our 
school. She was also an exchange student 
with the “Open Door” program and was 
certainly no newcomer to America or 
American ways. This was her seventh time 
in the States, since she had often accompa- 
nied her family on vacation trips to the 
U.S. Carolina lived with the family of 
Anna Buchanan on their farm in Bane — 
quite a different life-style for Carolina, 
who hails from the cosmopolitan city of 
Santiago. The Buchanans have extended an 
invitation to Carolina to return, one she 
hopes to accept in July of 1980. Anna sums 
it up for all that hosted the foreign visitors 
in saying, “It was simply a great experi- 
ence!”

Mrs. Ward Knows the Ropes of Caving. 


Mrs. Marion Ward has a very interesting and 
unusual pasttime. She and her husband are into 
speleology, which is the science of exploring 
caves. They explore many caves throughout 
Giles County and West Virginia. In fact, her 
husband and about 25 other men own one of the 
largest caves in Virginia located near Williams- 
ville in the Shenandoah Valley. 

The major equipment needed for spelunking 
is a rope for rapelling down into and out of pits. 
Three sources of light are also mandatory. These 
are a carbide light, candle, and a flashlight, in 
case one should fail. “There are many experi- 
ences to go through when exploring a cave,” says 
Mrs. Ward. “These range from walking through 
a cave, to having to wiggle and craw! through a 
hole, wallowing in the mud. Sometimes there is 
a stream of water to wade through, and there 
may even be a river to swim.’ 

When asked how she became interested, she 
explained, “Well, I wasn’t born with a passion to 
explore caves. My husband and I were dating and 
it was one of his favorite pasttimes, so | came 
along.” 

Why does she do it? “I mainly do it for the 
adventuresome feeling I get knowing that I am 
finding something no one has ever found, and
